Administration to qualify for Fed- 
eral Aid in deyelopnrent. The study 
spans three periods, namely thé 
first five years, the second five 
years and the final 10 years, The 
jotal project cost is $853,700. of 
this total amount, $719,600 is sched- 
uled to be expended in the very 
first period, 1982-1987. In other 
words, over S4 of costs avill be 
confined to the very first period. 
During the second period, 1987- 
1992, another $103:600 will be ex- 
pended which is only 12% of iwial 
eosts. During the third and final 
period, 1992-2002, the final $30,500 
Will be spent, which is Jess than 
4% of total costs. A fair summary 
of the above might well be that 
the vast majority of the develop- 
meni will take place and be fund- 
ed in the very early years of the 
plan. 

The assumpiion that Federal and 
Siate palicies will remain the same 
appties to the time span from the 
conclusion of ¢he Master Plan 
(Nov. °S2) to the point that ihe 
Town enters info an agreement 
with the Siate and Federal Agen- 
ties.

Your understanding that the 
Federal Government will provide 
$76,000 for this project is in er- 
ror. Page 122 of the Master 
Pian indicates that the Feder- 
al Governthent will provide 
3705,320 for this undertakings, This 
amount DOES NOT come from 
general revenues of the United 
Stanes bui from ¢he Airports and 
Airways Trost Fund which obtains 
its fonds from aincraft owners and 
users only, The projected pra- 
ceeds from selling andor leasing 
dois at the ainport is $69,000, not 
the $50,000 you referenced (page 
122, Master Plan). The area in- 
volved 3 is approximately 14 acres. 
This is well over $4,000 per acre 
which certainly is mo bargain. We 
feel that we shonld be thankial 
that ghere are thease who are will- 
ing to so frossly overpay for these 
lots simply to facilitate future de- 
hr eal and growth in Bethel.

Selectmen’s Meeting 

Monday evening, Feb. 28, about 
a dozen interested citizens atitend- 
ed .a public hearing hosted by the 
Board of Selectmen and sponsored 
by the Maine D.O.T. vegarding the 
proposed reconstruction of the 
Meadow Brook Bridge over the 
east branch of the Pleasant River 
on the West Bethel Flat Road. It 
was explained that the present 
bridge was determined -by bridge 
engineers to be in poor condition 
in 1981, Bethel voters raised $8,300 
in 1982 in anticipation of repairing 
the bridge to make it safe. 

Last summer, on the relcommen- 
dation of Selectman Arlan Jodrey, 
the Forest Service and M.D.O.I0. 
were solicited for financial asgis- 
tance. The U. S. Forest Serviice 
responded with $20,000 and $24,000 
was allocated from federial high- 
way administnation funds admin- 
istered by M.D.O.T. toward the 
total project cost of $55,000. This 
leaves $11,000 to be raised tas the 
Town’s share of the project, Since 
the $8,800 had been saved by ihe 
Selectmen to put toward tthe pro- 
ject only $2,700 of new money 
would have to be raised by Manch 
Town Meeting aiction.. 

If approved by Bethel voters, 
the project would start in July or 
August of 1983 and would be com- 
pleted in four weeks. Designed 
around an arched culvert concept 
with a maintenance free life of 50 
years, the new bridge jvould af- 
ford safe two Jane traffic for all 
vehicles. including heavy lumber 
trucks. 

In other business, the Selectmen 
authorized the Town Manager to 
proceed with the settlement of sev- 
eral tax acquired properties.

NOTES ON AIRPORT CHANGES 
Presently, there are 25 town 
owned acres at Colonel Dyke 
field, The gravel runway is 2,400 
feet long in approximately an east- 
west direction. These facilities lim. 
it the type of iaireraft and season- 
al usability of the airstriip It is not 
possible to extend the present run- 
way. because the required land is 
not available for this purpose, 

Bethel, fortunately, has am op- 
tion on land which can be ac- 
quired at no cost to the town of 
approximately 40 additional acres. 
This land is adjacent to the pre- 
sent air strip and would afford suf. 
ficient space for the extra runway 
length needed, : 

The new runway would head 
more northerly than the present 
runway, and would provide an ev- 
en better aerial approach to the 
air strip. It would be paved ‘and 
3,150 feet long. It would be light- 
ed so that night landings. and take. 
offs could be done. These lights 
would be radio controlled by pilots 
in an effort to keep electricity re- 
quirements to a minimum. This 
runway installation is to be car- 
nied out in the first five-year peri- 
od. In saddition, the western end 
of the present runway would be di- 
vided inito lots to be sold or leased 
to interested individuals. The mon- 
ey received from the lots would 
pay the town’s share of the air- 
port development. The second five. 
year period wold be devoted to 
terminal area facilities such as 
aircraft parking, auto access and 
parking, and fuel and base opera- 
tor facilities. The third period 
which is a 10 year period is sched- 
uled to improve and/or expand 
what had been done during the 
first two five-year periods,
